SGHOENEMAN [9 
HEARD AGAIN IN 
TAK SCANDALS 


Former Revenue Chief 
Appears Before 
Grand Jury—Caudle 
Tells of Receiving 
Oil Royalties. 


George J. Schoeneman, for- 
mer United States commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, was a wit- 
ness today in the federal grand 
jury investigation of tax scan- 
dals in the Truman Administra- 
tion. 


Indictments may be returned 
today as the jury continues its 
prolonged inquiry. The indict- 
ments would be reported in the 
court of United States -District 
Judge George H. Moore, who 
spurred the investigation of tax 
scandals and reported bribery. 

Schoeneman, who was admin- 
istrative assistant to former 
President Truman before his ap- 
pointment to the Internal Rev- 
enue post, testified previously in 
the investigation, both here and 
at Omaha. Now retired, he lives 
in Washington. 

Yesterday’s witnesses includ- 
ed representatives of oil com- 
panies and Arthur D. Cunning- 
ham, Miami (Fla.) attorney, who 
Was an assistant to Theron La- 
mar Caudle, former head of the 
Justice Department’s Tax Divi- 
sion. 

Caudle Testifies. 


Caudle, heard previously, fol- 
lowed Schoeneman on the wit- 
ness stand today. He and his 
wife, who accompanied him 
from their Wadesboro (N.C.) 
home, waited in the grand jury 
ante-room yesterday, but were 
not called. Mrs. Caudle said 
she was available for testimony, 
although not under subpena, 

In a statement to reporters, 
Caudle related that Harry I. 
Schwimmer, former Kansas City 
attorney indicted Nov. 18 for 
perjury, purchased an oil roy- 
alty for him in 1951 in return 
for a stock market tip. Schwim- 
mer, now living in Puerto Rico, 
represented Irving Sachs, St. 
Louis shoe dealer, who .was 
fined for income tax evasion 
after a prolonged delay in pros- 
ecution. 

The stock market “tip” was 
given by Caudle in 1950, and 
Schwimmer “made quite a little 
money out of it,” Caudle re- 
lated. In return, Schwimmer 
bought an interest in an oil 
property for Mr, and Mrs. Cau- 
dle, Caudle told reporters. 

Worried About It. 

“I didn’t know anything about 
it until several royalty checks 
arrived,” he said. “They were 
for $52, or $62. I became ter- 
ribly worried about it. I told 
Schwimmer I could not have 
anything to do with it, that it 
was stupid of him to have start- 
ed such a thing. Schimmer told 
me I owed him $750 for the 
royalty.” 

Asked if the oil investment 
was valued at $5000 Caudle re- 
plied that he did not investi- 
gate its value. “I give it all 
back to Mr. Schwimmer—the 
deed and the royalty checks,” 
he stated. Caudle added that 
he has given the grand jury 
an account of the transaction. 
Morris A. Shenker, Schwim- 
mer’s attorney, told reporters 
his client had given the jury 
virtually the same account. 

Caudle previously has told 
of participating in oil leasing 
ventures with Frank Nathan, 
Pittsburgh gambler, and details 
of his transactions were devel- 
oped at Congressional commit- 
tee hearings several years ago. 
He also told of oil dealings with 
Robert Fletcher, Dallas (Tex.) 
oil man and gambler, and Tony 
Maneres, Oklahoma City oil 
speculator and gambler. 

Says He Lost or Withdrew. 

He has contended that he 
either lost money in oil, or 
withdrew from the ventures 
after becoming aware who the 
sponsors were. In a deal in 
Alfalfa county, Oklahoma, in 
which Jess Larson, former head 
of the General Services Admin- 
istration, and others, including 
Nathan, participated, Caudle in- 
sisted he withdrew his $450 in- 
vestment and reprimanded Na- 
than for getting him in on the 
deal. 

Purchase of an oil royalty by 
Matthew J. Connelly, who was 
appointments secretary to for- 
mer President Truman, also is 
under investigation by the grand 
jury. John T. Barker, a Kansas 
City attorney, told reporters 
that records show that his client, 
Tom L. Evans, wealthy Kansas 
City business man and close 
friend of Truman, lent Connelly 
$750 in 1949 to buy the royalty 
from a friend of Schwimmer. 
The $750 was repaid Evans by 
Schwimmer, Barker added. 

The perjury indictment 
against Schwimmer charged he 
testified falsely before the

EISENHOWER WILL 
GO TO CAMP DAVID 
SECURITY MEETING 


GETTYSBURG, Pa., Nov. 29 
(UP) — President Eisenhower 
will drive to Camp David, Md., 
Thursday to attend a two-hour 
meeting of the National Secur- 
ity Council. Although this rep- 
resents a change in plans, Press 
Secretary James C. Hagerty em- 
phasized that no emergency is 
involved. 

It will be the second council 
session held at the presidential 
retreat near Thurmont, Mad., 
since the President’s arrival here 
Nov, 14. 

Originally, the President had 
not planned to attend this week’s 
security council meeting, which 
was to have been held in Wash- 
ington. He had planned to at- 
tend next week’s session at 
Camp David and to remain 
overnight, as he did before, to 
meet with his Cabinet. Next 
week’s plans are unchanged, 
Hagerty said. 

This week’s Cabinet meeting 
will be held in Washington 
Friday.

—Doctors were setting up sur- 
gery schedules today for a fam-

Scheduled for the operations 
are the Steffenghagen brothers 
of Frontenac, Minn., Roy, 37 
years old, and Robert, 31, ind 
their eight children ranging in 
age from 1% to 11. 

The last of the group of 10 
were scheduled to enter Univer- 
sity of Minnesota hospitals to- 
day. 

Their hereditary blood tondi- 
tion is one in which the spleen 
breaks up the red corpuscles. 
Doctors said they plan to per- 
form a spleenectomy on each, 
an operation involving removal 
of the spleen. They said that 
should remedy the condition 
and added they knew of no 
further surgery that might be 
performed. 

Dr. Willard Akins, Red Wing, 
Minn., who is handling the 
cases, said the condition pro- 
duces a marked weakness. 

Mrs. Lily Steffenhagen, grand- 
mother of the children, died 
from the same condition six 
years ago.

LIVERPOOL, England, Nov. 
29 (AP) — Band leader Jesse 
Baxendale got ticked off by 
customs agents Monday—to the 
tune of 42 watches. 

Prosecutor H. A. Gibsan said 
when Baxendale, who leads a 
band at Blackpool, stepped off 
a ship from Dublin, Ireland, 
customs officers invited him 
into their search room.

10 LOOK WTO 
OOT RECOVERY 


Most of $80,000 in 
Johnson Jewels and 
Furs Returned After 


$5500 Is Paid. 


The bizarre’ circumstances 
surrounding recovery of most 
of the loot taken in an $80,000 
burglary at the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Andrew W. Johnson, 
16 Portland place, will be pre- 
sented to the grand jury, Cir- 


cuit Attorney Edward L. Dowd 
said today. 

A 14%-carat diamond ring, a 
mink stole, a fur coat, 438 small 
diamonds and six larger dia- 
monds were recovered from a 
trunk of an automobile belong- 
ing to the wife of Robert Har- 
ris, Negro, after Harris was 
paid $5500 put up by an insur- 
ance company for return of the 
loot. 

Robert Harris, known to po- 
lice as a policy operator, is a 
brother of Ezra Harris, de- 
scribed as a “policy king” of 
St. Louis. 

Redeems Jewelry. 

Police learned that on Nov. 
21, the day the loot was recov- 
ered, Mrs. Robert Harris went 
to a downtown pawnshop and 
redeemed two expensive dia- 
mond rings and a bracelet she 
owned, which had been given 
as security for a $4750 loan 
made Novy, ll. 

Mrs. Harris used part of the 
$5500 given her husband. Po- 
lice were able to ascertain this 
because the bills had been 
marked. 

After Harris agreed to assist 
police in recovering the loot, 
Detective Cpl. Fred Grimes and 
Detective Wardell Spencer ac- 
companied him to his home in 
the 4500 block of Lewis place, 
where the $5500, provided by 
the American Automobile In- 
surance Co., insurors of the 
Johnson property, was handed 
over. 

Harris went into another 
room and conferred with his 
wife. He then announced to the 
waiting policemen that Mrs. 
Harris would go after the loot 
while they remained. 

In a short time, Harris re- 
ceived two telephone calls. He 
then told the police officers to 
accompany him. 

Go to Filling Station. 

After a circuitous drive, Har- 
ris took them to a filling station 
at 918 Walton avenue, where 
a 1955 Mercury convertible was 
being washed. In the trunk of 
the automobile, which had no 
license, police found, a suitcase 
containing the loot. 

Later, police returned to ex- 
amine the automobile and found 
a license plate had been put on 
it. The license was traced to 
Mrs. Harris. Unknown to Har- 
ris, Grimes and Spencer had 
put a secret mark in the trunk

President Eisenhower's views | 
on the question of federal aid | 
to education were given in a 
filmed address presented last | 
night. Mr. Eisenhower said the | 
Federal Government 


should 
“step in with leadership” and 
with “credit and money where 
necessary,” but that the respon- 
sibility for building and financ- 
ing schools must remain “pri- 
marily local.” 


McElroy ruled out of order a. 
motion made last night by Mrs. 
Edmund Campbell, a delegate 
from Arlington, Va., 
would have made it possible to 
put specific resolutions before 
the entire conference for a re- 
corded vote. The proposal was 
supported by labor groups in 
the hopes of putting the confer- 
ence on record in support of 
large-scale federal aid to 
schools, 


McElroy said the arrange- 

ments committee had consid- 
ered the question carefully and 
could find “no way” to allow 
general debate as we!l as round- 
table discussions on the various 
school issues. 
He said the conférence is en- 
tirely too large and the ques- 
tions before it too complex to 
permit debate and action on a 
formal resolution. 


Segregation Issue Rises. 


McElroy also rejected a de- 
mand that travel expenses be 
denied conference delegates 
from Southern states that are 
defying the Supreme Court rul- 
ing against school segregation. 
The demand was made by Clar- 
ence Mitchell, Washington office 
director of the National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Colored People. 

McElroy said he acted on the 
advice of Parke Banta, general 


the Supreme Court segregation 
decision “has no bearing on the 
financing of the White House 
conference.”

Mr, Eisenhower summed up 
both sides of the federal aid 


corded at Gettysburg, Pa., and 
put before the delegates in a 
sound film. 

“If we depend too much on 
outside help, too much on the 
Federal Government, we will 
lose independence and _initi- 
ative,” the President said. 

“But if the Federal Govern- 
ment doesn’t step in with lead- 
ership and with providing credit 
and money where necessary, 
there will be a lack of schools 
in certain important areas, and 
this cannot be allowed.”

Symington also charged that 
the “so-called savings” in de- 
fense “have been at the ex- 
pense of our national security.” 
The American people, he said, 
at a news conference prior to 
his address yesterday after- 
noon, “are being given a sooih- 
ing syrup program.” 

‘During the last three years,” 
he charged, “eight billion dol- 
lars has been cut from our na- 
tional security budget, at the 
same time there has been 
four billion dollar increase in 
the cost of running the rest of 
the government.

The letter writer from Brentwood, 
who referred to the educational as- 
pects of the G.I. Bill of Rights as a 
precedent supporting the use of state 
tax funds for transporting children to 
religious schools, is a bit confused.

How much, we wonder, do the people of IIli- 
nois know about the Stratton Administration's 
toll road program which is under attack in 
suits that have just been argued in their State 
Supreme Court at Springfield? 

Do they know that the $415,000,000 in bonds 
adds up to the largest single issue of bonds ever 
sold in*this country by a unit of government 
below the level of the Federal Government? 
Do the Illinois taxpayers know that critics of 
the program, who have studied its financial ar- 
rangements, assert frankly that the toll road 
‘setup is devised to produce a tremendous multi- 
million dollar windfall for the promoters and in- 
vestmént bankers at the expense of the auto- 
mobile drivers? 

Do they know that James P. Jamieson, partner 
in the Chicago investment company which or- 
ganized the bond syndicate, and Joseph K. 
Knoerle, head of a Baltimore engineering firm 
which decided that the toll roads were feasible, 
worked with the State Toll Road Commission in 
planning the services that their companies were 
subsequently hired to provide?

Do the Illinois taxpayers know that Evan 
Howell, chairman of the Toll Road Commission 
and former Republican Congressman from the 
Springfield district, quit a lifetime federal judge- 
ship and took the cofnmission chairmanship at 
less pay? 

Do they know that Chairman Howell and 
Investment Banker Jamieson became the chief 
movers in the organization of something they 
called the National Turnpike Association and 
that they set out to “collect” memberships of 
$1000 each from material suppliers, contractors 
and investment dealers interested in toll roads 
and toll roads bonds? 

Do they know that this highly dubious activity 
on the part of Chairman Howell and Mr. Jamie- 
son raised protests from toll roads representa- 
tives in other states who questioned the -pro- 
priety of what amounted to an official solicita- 
tion of “memberships” from business firms 
which presumably might do business with the 
Illinois commission? 

Do the Illinois taxpayers know that Chairman 
Howell was so free-handed in his use of Toll 
Road Commission funds for “expenses” that he 
was criticized not only by the Democrats but 
by the Republicans on a legislative investigating 
committee that refused by a party vote to con- 
duct a thorough investigation? 

Do they know that the Illinois Toll Road Act 
was literally slipped over at Springfield—that 
the bill did not reach the House of Representa- 
tives until the last day of the session and that 
it was approved under pressure without being 
sent to a committee for study?

These are just a few of the things,that the 
people of Illinois ought to know about Me Strat- 
ton toll road program. They ought to know also 
that the proposed Southern Illinois toll road, 
paralleling U.S. Highway 40, was dropped and 
that this enabled the commission to present the 
three separate toll roads in the Chicago area as 
one toll road. 

The Illinois taxpayers ought to know that this 
is the basis of the suit brought by Edward R. 
Humrich of Wadsworth, Ill., an architect who 
says the State law was violated when the com- 
mission contracted to sell one bond issue for 
three separate highways. 

Certainly the people of Illinois ought to know 
that critics of the proposed roads say that they 
would “begin nowhere and end nowhere’’—that 
a feasibility study by the State of Wisconsin in- 
dicates there is not sufficient traffic to support 
Wisconsin toll roads joining the proposed Illi- 
nois roads. 

The taxpayers of Illinois may well hope that 
their Supreme Court Justices will take a long, 


hard, careful look at the issues before them.

‘The UN. met its first test of this kind by a 
tacit shift of authority te the Assembly when 
the Russian veto tied up the Security Council. 
Now a frank about-face on the decision to inves- 
tigate the Algerian situation—which Paris in- 
sists is a domestic matter—and a decision to 
“postpone” debate on Morocco allow the French 
to return in good grace. This was further eased 
by the remark of Henry Cabot Lodge, U.S. dele- 
gate, about “the constructive events” in French- 
Morocean negotiations. 

Eager as they are to cultivate the Arabs, the 
Russians helped to clear the way for these de- 
cisions by saying that France can solve its North 
African problems without U.N. interference. The 
Arabs now probably feel that the original U.N. 
decisions have served their purpose. France 
already has restored the ousted sultan of Moroc- 
co, and opposition to greater home rule for 
Algeria has faded considerably in the French 
Assembly. 

In addition to returning to the Assembly, 
France seems ready to cast its Security Council 
vote in favor of admission of the 18 applicant 
nations, including Spain and Outer Mongolia— 
originally-epposed respectively by the French 
themselves and. by the Ur’. © an. 
would pruduce the required seven votes, Wash-

veto even against a nation whose admission it 
will not support. +

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Not a Steamboat Town 

St. Louis’s appeal to Washington for better 
air service marks a chang@-in this city’s long 
struggle to catch up with the age of aviation. 

Nine years ago, in an editorial entitled “A 
Steamboat Town,” we said that “Where aviation 
is concerned,\ St. Louis fg Sprawling on its river 
like a placid catfish.” Nor’was this a solitary 
verdict. 4 

The late Albert Bond Lambert had written a 
letter to the Airport Commission concerning 
the tardy development of the airport named 
for him. Mr. Lambert recorded the failure of 
the city to keep up With air progress with which 
it once had been intimately associated. 

Since 1946, however, the city has developed 
the capacity of its airport for handling big mod- 
ern planes. A fine new terminal building with 
soaring arches symbolie of flight will be opened 
soon. Natural Bridge road has been improved 
and an expressway’ has been authorized to speed 
travel to the airport. St. Louis stil] needs better 
secondary airports but much physical progress 
has been made, 

So today St. Louis is beginning to offer im- 
proved facilities for air transportation. The 
problem now is to induce the fullest use of those 
facilities. 

For this purpose a delegation of officials and 
interested citizens went to Washington to put 
the city’s case before the Civil Aeronautics 
Board. They pointed out, for example, that there 
are only three direct flights on one airline be- 
tween St. Louis and New York. This is not ade- 
quate air transport between the nation’s eighth 
largest city and its largest city. 

CAB officials indicated that more non-stop St. 
Louis-New York flights would be authorized soon 
on other airlines. Such an order would be more 
than justified. St. Louis already provides twice 
as much New York traffic as Louisville, which 
has been granted competitive non-stop flight 
service to New York. 

St. Louis is still, as the delegation said, a kind 
of branch-line stop in the national flight pat- 
tern. That makes little sense. The city is nearly 
in the center of the country. It is big. As Aloys 
P. Kaufmann, president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, told the CAB, St. Louis is second as a 
railroad and truck center, first as a hub of in- 
land waterways—but ‘fourteenth as an air trans- 
portation center.” 

When so much of the traffic and commerce 
and hope of progress in the future rides in the 
sky, it is up to St. Louis to press hard for bet- 
ter service to the West Coast and many other 
urban centers. 

This is no longer a steamboat town. It is a 
potential aviation center waiting for more 
aviation.

Dr. Malpass’s paper was entitled 
“Social Facilitation as a Factor in Reaction to 
Humor,” a title that ought to be a scream in 
any audience of six. or over. 

One reason,. presumably, is that people who 
have dressed specially for the ogcasion and 
bought tickets for an evening of comedy have, 
so to speak, brought sheir laughs with them.

The simultaneous attack on Republi- 
can conduct of the United States for- 
eign policy by the three leading Demo- 
cratie candidates for the presidency dis- 
closes a fact and raises a question. 

It discloses the fact that in the opin- 
ion of leading Democrats the Republi- 
cans are politically vulnerable on the 
subject of foreign policy. It raises the 
question of whether this assumption is 
valid. 

Even the raising of the question will 
come as a surprise 
to many United 
States citizens. Re- 
publicans have pro- 
duced a_ general 
popular assumption 
that the foreign af- 
fairs of the Ameri- 
can republic have 
been promoted suc- 
cessfully over the 
past three years. 

Generally speak- 
ing, John Foster 
Dulles has enjoyed 
a “favorable press” 
for his operations. Joh, 
There is no evi- 
dence of widespread doubt or general 
criticism. 

Whether Democrats can induce doubt 
and dissatisfaction by political action 
is a political question which will be ig- 
nored in this analysis. The serious 
question for serious people, it seems to 
me, is whether the Dulles conduct of 
United States fcreign policy is open 
to valid criticism on its merits. 

The more I ponder this matter the 
more it seems te me that there is a 
valid basis for criticism, but a surpris- 
ing one. | 

The popular assumption about foreign 
policy is that Mr. Dulles gave us a new 
one. The truth of the matter, I suspect 
increasingly, is that he hasn't given us 
enough of a new one, although the 
President succeeded in outlawing nu- 
clear warfare at the summit and there 
has been a shift in American opinion 
toward more satisfaction with the State 
Department, for whatever reasons. 

Consider first what Mr. Dulles’s for- 
eign policy really has been. 

Since he took office nearly three 
years ago he has, in fact, initiated one 


ter Dulles 


policy which is entirely new ahd differ- 


ent. That was the formalization of the 
United States alliance with the govern- 
ment of Chiang Kai-shek in Formosa. 
In addition, he actually launched two 
other policies ‘which had existed only 
in vague and tentative form on the 
drawing boards of United States policy 


, during the Truman-Acheson period. 


One of these was the Southeast Asia 
Collective Defense Treaty (SEATO). 
The other was the “northern tier’ alli- 
ance of Turkey, Iraq, Iran, and Pakis- 


tan. These two projects had been con- 
ceived in the pre-Dulles days. The de- 
cision to implement them had not been 
taken. They might not have been pushed 
through by Mr. Acheson, although the 
project of obtaining a stable govern- 
ment in Iran and settling its oil prob- 
lem was under way as a preliminary to 
the “northern tier” policy. 

So Dulles innovations consist of the 
Formosa alliance and the actual imple- 
mentation of the SEATO and “northern 
tier” policies. 

There has been no other innovation 
of actual policy. 

The appearance of greater novelty in 
Dulles policy was produced. by three 
successive postures — “unleashing 
Chiang,” “massive retaliation,” and “ag- 
onizing reappraisal.” These, however, 


were not policies. They were attitudes . 


which never were implemented by poli- 
cy and which were, in fact, abandoned 
some time since. 

President Chiang never was unleash- 
ed, but rather tied down tighter than 
ever by the treaty. “Massive retalia- 
tion” was buried under the Swiss moun- 
tains at “the summit conference,” and 
“agonizing reappraisal” became merely 
the substitution of German entrance in 
NATO for the EDC project—and the 
substitution was largely devised by Sir 
Anthony Eden. 

Otherwise Mr. Dulles has operated 
with old policies which he inherited 
from his predecessor. 

Basieally, the old pre-Dulles policy 
was to sustain the national interests of 
the United States using as the princi- 
pal means the North Atlantic Alliance, 
a program of economic aid to friendly 
countries, and a strong military posture. 

Mr. Dulles has attempted to sustain 
the national interests of the United 
States using as his principal means 
these same instruments. He has not 
devised any new major instruments. 

It can be argued with some weight 
that the alliance with Formosa was a 
means of extricating the United States 


from “unleashing Chiang,” that “the 
summit” conference was the escape 
from “massive retaliation,” and that 


the second Geneva eonference was an 
effort to avoid the truly “agonizing re- 
appraisal” which would be necessary if 
the old Acheson German policy of 
bringing all Germany into the Western 
alliance finally should break down.. 

This leads to a very serious question 
whether Mr. Dulles, working primarily 
with Acheson policies, has carried those 

licies as far forward as might have 
‘een expectable over three years. 

The plain cold fact is that the Soviet 
Union is not perceptibly weaker today 
than when Mr. Dulles took office, nor 
the Western alliance perceptibly strong- 
er, nor the boundaries of the free 
world perceptibly wider.

Heroine Who Really Has It 


SHAD RUN, by Howard Breslin. (Thomas Y. Crow 
ell, 276 pgs., $3.50.) 

Even in the historie year of 1788 the 
burning political issues of the time took 
second place in the minds of many peo- 
ple. To the fishermen of the Hudson 
River Valley, the excitement of the an- 
nual shad run was paramount and gath- 
ering together as many shad as their 
nets would hold whether or not they 
could be sold, seemed more important 
than gathering together thirteen mu- 


* tually distrustful states into a nation. 


To the young, as always, romance and 
the rivalries of courtship were almost 
totally absorbing. 

Howard Breslin’s new novel “Shad 
Run” is another in the series of histori- 
cal novels, among others, “The Tama- 
rack Tree” and “The Silver Oar.” Mr. 
Breslin manages to make a nice blend 
of politics, fishing and romance. not 
necessarily in that order. However. the 
quality that makes “Shad Run” memo- 
rable in the field of historical romance 
is the personality 6f its heroine, Lancey 
Quist, whose nature is as piquant and 
charming as her name. 

One wearies of accepting an author’s 
unsupported assurance that his heroine 
iS a Superb and unique combination of 
all the desirable feminine qualities and 
longs to see an incredible demonstra- 
tion of her fascination. In the case of 
Lancey Quist, it is not too difficult 
to accept the rivalry of three ardent 
Suitors, for Lancey is not only attrac- 
tive and an agreeable companion, but 
a capable fisherman as well. although 
the last quality mav lose potency away 
from the Hudson River Valley. 

As indicated, Mr. Breslin has subor- 
dinated the political to the personal.

The American cowboy has never been 
so thoroughly analyzed as he is in this 
book.

The authors tell how. the Texans 
rounded up the wild cattle that had 
propagated so freely during Civil war 
years, herded them up the long trails 
to the Kansas cowtowns — Elisworth, 
Newton and Dodge City and then pro- 
ceeded to “paint the town red,” their 
inhibitions gathered during the long 
days on the trail exploding with a bang.

STIFF NARCOTICS 
PENALTIES URGED 


Catholic Group Is Told Ille- 
gal Wholesalers Should Get 
Long Prison Terms. 


Long prison terms for whole- 
sale dealers in illegal narcotics 
was advocated yesterday by the 
Rev. Daniel Egan S.A., of Gar- 
rison, N.Y. He spoke at a panel 
discussion on problems facing 
youth at the National Confer- 
ence of Catholic Youth Work at 
Hotel Statler. 

He also urged leniency for 
“pushers” of drugs on the re- 
tail market, saying they are 
themselves addicts and in need 
of hospitalization. Father Egan 
added that the importer and 
wholesaler should receive terms 
ranging from 25 years to life 
imprisonment. He said such 
penalties are “not too severe.” 

Establishment of four cen- 
tralized Catholic institutions to 
help rehabilitate youthful ad- 
dicts was urged by Father Egan. 
He said the institutions should 
be located in New York, Chi- 
cago, New Orleans and. Los An- 
geles. 

An educational program on 
drugs would only “tease the cu- 
riosity of youth into experi- 
menting with the so-called 
thrills of drugs,” he _ said. 
Father Egan urged using “every 
means at our command to aid 
local police to dig out and de- 
stroy” sources of drugs. 

Lt. Adolph Jacobsmeyer of 
the’ police Juvenile Division, 
called for the rooting out of 
narcotics and pornografic ma- 
terial before they can gain a 
stronger foothold in the com- 
munity.

LOWENGUTH QUARTET 
PRESENTS CONCERT 


Group’s Performance Is In- 


cisive in Style but Lacks 
Mellowness. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


The first concert of the 
annual chamber music series 
given under the sponsorship of 
the Ethical Society was played 
last night in Sheldon Auditori- 
um by the Lowenguth Quartet. 
The program consisted of Mo- 
zart’s Quartet in D Major 
(K. 499), the Dvorak ’’American” 
Quartet and Beethoven's Quar- 
tet in A Minor, Opus 132. 

A confident, incisive style 
supported by | interpretations 
that seemed to have been 
thoughtfully considered down to 
the last detail, marked the per- 
formance of all three works. 
Results, however, were not al- 
ways persuasive. The Mozart 
Quartet was well paced and 
subjected to a high finish but 
lacked sentiment. 

Some part of a prevailing dry- 
ness was undoubtedly caused by 
the tone quality of the ensemble 
which rarely achieved any sort 
of mellowness in blending. 
Sometimes it was brilliant and 
sometimes icy and_ strident. 
And the. intonation was bad 
many times. Mr. Lowenguth, 
the first violinist who played 
sharp with regularity, was the 
chief offender in this respect. 

For these basic reasons the 
Beethoven Quartet was restless 
in feeling during its two most 
important movements, the. first 
and the last. The allegro ap- 
passionata section of the last 
movement was scarcely pas- 
sionate in the sense of being 
shaken by a great emotion; it 
was merely active and nervous- 
ly intense. In the “Hymn of 
Thanksgiving,” however, the 
ensemble achieved a genuine 
elevation of spifit. Nobility of 
feeling was appropriately ex- 
pressed in sustained organ-like 
sound. 

The Dvorak Quartet was 
given a bright, lively perform- 
ance—again a little dry—but 
the work itself has little more 
than>a surface charm.

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Success of the St. Ambrose 
elub in upsetting the highly- 
regarded Kutis calls attention 
to the consistent improvement 
of C.Y.C. soccer. St. Ambrose, 
leader of the top senior divi- 
sion, won the Jeague cham- 
pionship last season and has 
grown stronger with each 
game. 

Lou Farotto, manager and 
coach of Ambrose, a former 
professional baseball player 
and a student of good soccer, 
has taken up where Joe 
Numi, manager of Simpkins, 
has left off in the business of 
corraling the brightest soccer 
talent on The Hill. Whereas 
Numi does not have a single 
first-year player of Italian ex- 
traction on his roster, Farotto 
does not have a single player 
who might be termed a veter- 
an. His most mature regular 
is Al Nazzoli, center halfback, 
still in his mid-twenties. The 
Simpkins roster is dotted with 
players who have passed their 
peak in speed and ability. 

The fact that St. Ambrose 
could rise to such a fine ef- 
fort in the Open Cup match 
victory over Kutis while Naz- 
zoli, field director of the 
team, was out with injuries is 
a good indication of the 
team’s balance. Nazzoli’s place 
was filled well by chunky 
Sam Sapienza, home on fur- 
lough from the Army. He will 
be stationed at Fort Leonard 
Wood and hopes to be able to 
come into the city frequent- 
ly for soccer action. 

Plenty of Speed. 

Up to this point, Farotto 
has had greatest difficulty de- 
veloping a scoring punch 
among his forwards. He has a 
great potential point getter 
in Outside Left Vasco Gasper- 
oni, but when Vasco is stopped 
the team’s in trouble. That’s 
why Manager Lou reached 
out and signed Forwards Don 
Roedner, and Vern Knobbe 
from the St. Thomas club for 
cup matches. Both played well 
against Kutis. 

There is not a slow man on 
the Ambrose squad, and most 
are built like greyhounds. 
Gene Cucchi, who scered the 
pénalty kick that beat Kutis, 
is over six feet tall and 
sturdy, but he can move as fast 
as one of his smaller team- 
mates, Even big Bob Garavag- 
lia,, 200-pound right full- 
back, can spot an opposing 
forward a yard headstart and 
still catch him.

of coaches. 

In the final balleting of the 
season, 24 of the 35 leading 
coaches who make up the board 
picked Oklahoma best in the 
land. On a point basis, the 
Sooners received 323 out of a 
possible 350 for a 14-point mar- 
gin over Rose Bowl-bound 
Michigan State. 

Coach Bud Wilkinson’s split-T 
powerhouse, which averaged 
36.5 points in 10 games for the 
highest scoring record among 
major college teams, was voted 
the nation’s No. 1 team for the 
second time in the last six sea- 
sons. 

The coaches ranked Michigan 
State, Maryland, U.C.L.A. and 
Texas Christian in order be- 
hind Oklahoma. Ohio State, 
Georgia Tech, Notre Dame, 
Mississippi and Auburn round- 
ed out the top 10 teams. 

(In the Associated Press poll, 
Oklahoma was ranked No. 1, 
followed by Michigan State, 
Maryland and U.C.L.A. Dr. E. 
E. Litkenhous in his Difference 
by Scores System, rated Okla- 
homa, U.C.L.A., Texas Chris- 
tian and Maryland as his top 
four.)

1955, Tony ran out of gas. 
Often, after firing short bursts, 
he had to stop. Of course, Ba- 
silio’s non-stop assault and re- 
lentless body punchi eould 
have had a lot to do with that. 


Of the return scrap, Tony 
doesn’t say much. He leaves 
the talking to his br trust. 


“Tony will get Basilio this 
time,” said Sammy Fuller,. for- 
mer welterweight contender and 
now DeMarco’s trainer. “He'll 
bomb him out.

Artichokes 
Are Easy 
To Prepare 
By Edith M. Barber 


TASTE for artichokes has 
A teen cultivated by, many 

who appreciate food. But as 
one man commented to me re- 
cently, “They just take too long 
to eat. I’m not sure they are 
worth the struggle.” 


Those who love them perhaps 
respect them just because it 
does take a little time to pull 
out each leaf and dip it in 
sauce. I shall have to admit 
that never having seen an art!- 
choke until I was grown up, I 
was loath to attempt to eat one 
in public until after I had prac- 
ticed in private. 

It is a good idea to serve arti- 
chokes as a separate course. 
They may replace the salad and 
then you can linger over them 
as long as you like. Of course, 
you must have a flavorful sauce 
to offer with them, Sometimes 
I think it is the sauce that 
makes them so popular. 


Artichokes are not difficult 
to cook. They must be washed 
thoroughly under running wa- 
ter, the tough outef leaves re- 
moved, and the stems trimmed 
if necessary. They are then 
cooked in boiling, salted water 
until an outer leaf can easily be 
pulled from the stem. The time 
will depend on the size of the 
artichoke. They should be 
turned upside down and drained 
well before being served with 
small cups of sauce. 

Be sure to avoid the “choke,” 
after the ends of the leaves 
have been devoured and before 
you attempt the “heart,” that 
tender portion of the stem, The 
choke, by the way, is a thistle- 
like portion always found in an 
artichoke. 

Brown Butter Sauce. 

Heat one-half cup butter or 
margarine until browned. Stir 
in two tablespoons fresh lemon 
juice and a dash of cayenne. 
Serve with hot artichokes. 
Makes two to three servings. 


Mustard Mayonnaise, 
Gradually blend one teaspoon 
prepared mustard and two tea- 
spoons fresh lemon juice into 
one-half cup mayonnaise. Serve 
with hot or chilled artichokes. 
Makes two to three servings.

Many parents worry about this. First, they worry be- 
cause it is, obviously, difficult to give each one of twins as 
much care and attention as if he were a single-born child. 
Second they worry that they may inadvertently favor one 
twin over the other and thus make him feel left out.

SUCH WORRIES are, in Mrs. Graham's opinion, often 
exaggerated. She feels, to begin with, that getting adequate 
outside help can allow you to have the time, and energy, 
to give adequate love and attention to both babies. And she 
very wisely points out that “shared parental care and affec- 
tion is a condition inherent in twinship—the oneness and 
companionship of twinship its compensation. The division 
of attention which seems so unusual, unfair or frustrating 
to parents of twins is accepted by the babies as the normal 
situation, They know nothing else. Although twins need 
every bit of affection and attention the rest of the family 
cares to give, they never realize there is any cause for 
heartache unless the family itself puts a false premium on 
precedence or sets a standard for the amount of ‘mothering’ 
due each baby,.based on experience only with singleborns.” 

For the rest, in bringing up twin infants, as in bring- 
ing up singletons, you need: confidence in your own abili- 
ties and not too much soul-searching as to whether you're 
doing exactly the right thing; plenty of sleep (hard to come 
by at first with twins); as much outside help as possible, 
and time of your own away from the twins. Father’s help 
is essential—taking care of infant twins is definitely not a 
one-woman job. 

Many of your other questions—whether or not to treat 
twins alike, how much to separate them, how to keep them 
from becoming too dependent on each other, are discussed 
in entertaining detail in this book by the mother of twins, 
written for mothers of twins.

For Troops 


In the U.N.

HYDE PARK. 


T was good to read that the 
| French soon will be back sit- 

ing regularly in the United 
Nations. Their vote will 
again recorded and I hope 
there will be no more walking 
out of the United Nations. It 


_ does not strengthen the organi- 


zation when its members, par- 
ticularly the more important 
ones, walk out. I quite under- 
stand not wanting to have do- 
mestic questions discussed, but 
where they touch on human 
rights it seems to me the only 
possible way. 


I believe representatives 
should listen to a discussion 
and record, their nation’s point 
of view, but if they are con- 
vinced that it is a domestic 
question they may state that 
they will not accept the recom- 
mendations made. 


» * & 


I FIND that I frequently 
have to explain that the United 
Nations does not make laws. It 
is not like our Congress, for 
instance. And neither does it 
have, as yet, any machinery by 
which it could ‘enforce its opin- 
ions. It has to rely entirely on 
the effect of world opinion and 
on conciliation and persuasion 
to induce nations to accept ar- 
bitration. 


I think over the last 10 years 
all these methods of influence 
have been strengthened and 
improved. But the original 
groups who worked on the 
Charter of the United Nations 
felt that for some time to come 
a police force, of real enforce- 
ment strength, would be 
needed. 

Now, as time has gone on, I 
think it is more and more evi- 
dent that we really need a sub- 
stantial body of troops within 
the U.N. Withovt such a body 
of troops there will be no sig- 
nificant reduction in armaments 
in individual nations possible; 
with it, many problems might 
seem less difficult of solution. 


* * ¥ 


WITH SUCH MEN available 
every nation would have a quota 
of troops for use within its own 
territorial areas, but as every- 
body would be knowing the 
exact strength of everybody else 
such questions as the rearma- 
ment of Germany and the sell- 
ing of arms to other natiors 
would be far less importar:t 
than they are today. 

Whatever one does in the area 
of moving from individual forc2 
to peaceful arbitration will, in 
the intermediate steps, be con- 
troversial and difficult. It is 
forced upon us, however, to find 
solutions to these more or less 
minor difficulties, since day 'y 
day we realize more clearly 
that a nuclear war is an im- 
possibility.

GOOD protector of the 
A tumiture in the house is a 
carpenter's level, to sleuth 
the facts of how well it lines 
up with the lines of the floor. 
Almost no floor is perfectly 
level, and this goes for both 
old and new buildings. Irreg- 
ularities that aren't apparent to 
the eye can be the cause of de- 
terioration of furniture, and the 
reason a clock won't run. 


Antique furniture that comes 
apart at the seams may be suf- 
fering from strain that causes 
the glues to let go. Some old 
furniture and most of the newer 
has more strength in its ad- 
hesives, but a tipsy pose en- 
courage? warping, and an awry 
slant can make it very difficult 
for doors and drawers to stay 
in line so they open and close 
easily. 


Use of the carpenter's level 
often tells a surprising story, 
and it certainly isn’t wise to 
take chances even if nothing 
seems wrong. Legs can be 
evened best with casters of the 
adjustable kind, which achieve 
exact heights for each leg of a

Loose’: Furniture 


ODAY we are concerned 
T with loose furniture. We se- 


lected this subject peters | 
there is probably more loose | 


furniture about than. unloose | 


furniture and also because if ay 


piece of furniture is loose today 
it.may well be in pieces by to- 
morrow. 


When a skilled cabinetmaker 
runs across a piece of loose 
furniture he pulls it apart and 
then carefully puts the pieces 
together. This is the right way 
to’ do the job but it often takes 
more skill to get a piece of 
loose furniture apart than to try 
and put it back together again. 


For the average amateur it’s 
usually safer to try and reglue 
as many of the loose joints as 
possible without trying to take 
the piece completely apart. 


There are several ways to re- | 
inforce these loose joints. One | 
is to work wood glue ihto the | 
joint and this can often be | 
done by using a small syringe | 


to inject the glue around the | 
edge of the joint. Often a small | 
hole can be drilled through the : 


the metal pin, 


| middle of the joint and then | 


| glu2 injected into this hole. | 
The hole can later be filled 
with plastic wood. 


When a rung fits very loose 
in a hole, glue will not always 
work. What you can do then is 
to pack plastic wood in around 
the rung getting as much into 
the hole as possible. 

Another way to reinforce a 
joint where glue fails is to use 
a metal pin, Cut a finishing nail 
down and then drill. a hole 
through the joint making it just 


a hair smaller in diameter than . 


the nail. Drive the nail through 
the joint and it will hold the 
pieces together. If the wood 
that makes up the joint is on 
the large size, a piece of %4-in. 
dowel can be used in place of
